t  is  a  pleasure  to  welcome  Dr.  Lynn  Winman 
76,  as  the  newly  elected  President  of  the  Alumni 
Association  of  The  New  England  College  of 

Optometry.  The  position  of  President  is  not  necessarily 
one  filled  with  rich  rewards.  One  is  asked  to  continue  old 
traditions  while  being  expected  to  chart  new  paths,  to  volun- 
teer time  and  energy  when  others  have  neither,  and  to  forge 
a  supportive  relationship  between  College  and  alumni  in  the 
midst  of  diverse  opinion.

The  change  in  alumni  leadership  is  not  the  only  transition 
this  year.  The  College  continues  to  make  important  strides  in 
its  educational  and  research  programs.  This  issue  of  Perspective 
will  update  you  on  a  number  of  important  announcements  in 
this  regard.  Perhaps  the  most  visible  change  for  our  community 
in  1997  will  be  the  construction  of  a  new  library  facility.  In  late 
summer,  we  expect  to  begin  the  renovation  of  420  Beacon 
Street,  the  College  library  building.  This  is  the  last  major  phase 
of  the  Beacon  Street  renovation  master  plan  and  is  the  most 
complex  that  we  have  undertaken  to  date.  The  project  will 
involve  the  total  restoiation  and  preservation  of  the  existing 
library  building,  and  a  new  single  story  addition  designed  to 
resemble  the  original  carriage  house  that  once  stood  at  the  rear 
of  the  original  townhouse.  The  renovated  spaces  will  house  a 
new  library  facility  on  the  lower  floor  adjacent  to  a  new  cafete- 
ria. Upper  floors  will  house  faculty  and  administrative  offices, 
vision  science  research  laboratories,  and  seminar/conference 
rooms.  Importantly,  the  project  will  involve  the  historical 
restoration  of  the  library  building's  main  floor.  The  result 
will  be  a  dramatic  renewal  and  expansion  of  our  facilities. 

If  you  would  like  a  firsthand  update  of  the  changes  occur- 
ring at  the  College,  pay  us  a  visit.  We  would  be  happy  to  wel- 
come you  back.  After  all,  it  is  the  encouragement  and  support 
of  alumni  and  friends  today  that  enables  us  to  be  successful  in 
meeting  the  challenges  of  tomof row.

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College   Receives   $1.7    Million 
Grant 

Drs.  Jane  Gwiazda  and  Daniel  Kurtz  '82,  have  received 
separate  grants  totaling  more  than  $1.7  million  to  fund  a 
clinical  trial  designed  to  slow  the  progression  of  myopia  in 
children.  The  study,  "Correction  Of  Myopia  Evaluation 
Trial"  (COMET),  received  grant  support  from  the  National 
Eye  Institute,  a  branch  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 

Much  research  has  been  focused  on  the  development 
of  myopia,  including  work  done  at  the  College's  Myopia 
Research  Center.  Studies  done  in  animal  models  have  impli- 
cated blur  as  a  factor  leading  to  myopia.  In  addition,  findings 
from  Dr.  Gwiazda's  laboratory  have  shown  that  myopic  chil- 
dren tend  to  underaccommodate  —  presumably  resulting 
in  blurred  vision  at  near.  These  lines  of  evidence  suggest  that 
a  clinical  intervention,  such  as  specially  fabricated  eyeglass 
lenses  which  help  maintain  a  clear  image  at  all  distances, 
could  slow  the  progression  of  myopia.  Researchers  involved 
in  COMET  will  investigate  this  possibility. 

Previous  studies  have  examined  similar  treatments  with 
equivocal  yet  suggestive  results.  However,  there  were  limita- 
tions with  these  prior  studies  which  make  it  difficult  to 
draw  strong  conclusions.  COMET  has  been  designed  to  be 
the  definitive  study  in  this  area.

The  COMET  project  will  follow  a  total  of  450  children 
at  four  clinical  centers  for  five  years.  Dr.  Gwiazda  will  chair 
this  project,  overseeing  clinical  centers  at  the  College, 
University  of  Alabama  at  Birmingham  School  of  Optometry, 
University  of  Houston  College  of  Optometry,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  College  of  Optometry,  and  a  data  coordinating 
center  at  the  State  University  of  New  York  at  Stony  Brook 
School  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Kurtz  will  lead  the  clinical  center 
located  at  the  College.  Recruitment  of  children  will  begin 
in  the  fall  of  1997  and  continue  for  one  year. 

Combined,  the  grants  of  Drs.  Gwiazda  and  Kurtz  will 
support  eight  positions,  both  full  and  part-time,  at  the 
College.  While  this  phase  of  the  study  focuses  on  children 
who  are  already  myopic,  it  is  hoped  that  future  trials  may 
concentrate  on  at-risk  children.  Thus,  a  true  preventive 
intervention  for  myopia  may  be  possible. 

Tliomas   Freddo  Wins  $1    Million 
NEI   Grant 

Thomas  F.  Freddo,  76,  O.D.,  Ph.D.,  F.A.A.O.,  an  associate 
professor  of  ophthalmology,  pathology  and  anatomy  at  The 
Boston  University  Medical  Center  and  an  Adjunct  Professor 
of  Optometry  at  the  College  was  recently  awarded  a  four 
year  $1  million  grant  from  the  National  Eye  Institute  to 
continue  his  studies  into  the  mechanisms  underlying  repair 
of  the  blood-aqueous  barrier  in  anterior  uveitis.  He  was  the 
recipient  of  the  Glenn  Fry  Award  in  1992  for  his  work  in 
this  area.  Dr.  Freddo  currently  serves  as  a  member  of  the 
Editorial  Board  oi  Optometry  and  Vision  Science  and  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  Visual  Sciences.  He 
was  co-organizer  of  the  Aqueous  Humor  Dynamics  and 
Glaucoma  Sessions  for  the  recent  International  Society  for 
Eye  Research  meeting  in  Yokohama,  Japan.  He  is  also 
the  incoming  chair  of  the  Vision  Science  Section  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Optometry  and  a  vice  president  of  the 
Massachusetts  Society  of  Optometrists.  Dr.  Freddo  maintains 
a  private  practice  at  The  Boston  Medical  Center  Hospital 
where  he  also  directs  the  Eye  Pathology  Service.

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A   Library  for  the   21st  Century 

As  part  of  the  larger  plan  to  renovate  College  facilities,  The 
New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  in  the  enviable  posi- 
tion of  having  the  opportunity  to  completely  re-think  and 
re-build  its  library  for  the  21st  century. 

Excited  by  the  prospect  of  designing  a  library  that  both 
values  the  past  and  embraces  the  future  as  a  technologically 
sophisticated  center  of  learning  and  research,  we  envision  a 
library  reachable  beyond  the  College  through  any  computer 
port.  We  envision  a  library  that  provides  access  to  a  variety 
of  information  resources  in  many  formats  to  constituencies 
both  on  and  off  site. 

In  more  practical  terms,  the  process  of  building  both 
the  structure  and  infrastructure  of  the  new  information  envi- 
ronment is  underway.  Taking  what  is,  perhaps,  the  biggest 
first  step  toward  establishing  the  library's  technology  base, 
we  have  chosen  and  purchased  the  SIRSI  Unicorn  system. 
This  fiilly  integrated  library  automation  system  will,  among 
other  things,  enable  faculty,  staff,  alumni,  and  other  interest- 
ed constituencies  to  access  the  library  from  any  computer 
anywhere  through  the  World  Wide  Web. 

Work  on  the  design  of  the  new  library  is  also  progress- 
ing. This  facility  promises  to  offer  many  of  the  amenities  and 
characteristics  that  our  community  of  users  has  long  desired, 
such  as  a  mix  of  group  and  quiet  study  spaces,  both  comfort- 
able and  more  formal  seating,  ample  access  to  computers  and 
electronic  resources,  and  space  to  house  archives  and  rare 
books.  Also,  in  contrast  to  its  current  stand-alone  location, 
the  library  will  be  fully  connected  to  the  rest  of  the  College 
and  centered  at  the  heart  of  campus  life  and  activity. 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  library  is 
poised  to  greet  the  21st  century  as  an  information  center  of 
energy,  beauty  and  grace,  well-prepared  not  only  for  what 
the  future  has  to  offer,  but  also  tor  what  it  will  demand. 

International   Programs   in   France 

In  December  1 996  an  agreement  was  signed  between  the 
Institut  et  Centre  D'Optometrie,  Bures  Sur  Yvette,  France, 


and  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  to  deliver  a 
Certificate  of  Advanced  Study  Program  at  the  Institut.  The 
purpose  of  the  program  is  to  deliver  courses  over  a  two  year 
period  to  graduates  of  the  Institut  in  order  to  prepare  them 
for  the  European  Diploma  of  Optometry  Examination.  This 
program  is  under  the  coordination  of  Dr.  Joanne  Caruso 
'85.  Courses  include  Vision  Testing  and  Diagnosis, 
Environmental  Vision,  Ocular  Myology,  Anomalies  of 
Binocular  Vision,  Binocular  and  Accommodative  Anomalies, 
and  Strabismus  and  Amblyopia.  The  first  module  took  place 
from  February  10-14,  1997.  Drs.  Richard  Laudon  '75, 
and  Frank  Thorn  '79,  traveled  to  the  Institut  et  Centre 
D'Optometrie  to  present  material  on  Binocular  and 
Accommodative  Anomalies  and  Vision  Testing  and 
Diagnosis.  The  next  module  is  scheduled  for  April  7-11 
with  Drs.  Glen  McCormack  and  James  Comerford  '78, 
presenting  Ocular  Myology  and  Environmental  Vision. 
The  students  will  be  traveling  to  the  College  for  the  third 
module  from  June  9-13,  1997.

In 
his  twenty-five  year  tenure  in  higher  education,  most  of  his 
positions  have  been  at  large  state  universities.  He  has  worked 
as  a  psychotherapist  at  colleges  and  in  private  practice,  has 
held  several  positions  as  assistant  vice  chancellor,  and  has 
held  three  vice  presidencies. 

Dr.  Dye  became  interested  in  Student  Affairs  out  of  a 
"strong  social  service  need  to  help  other  people  and  to  make 
the  world  more  humane."  Initially  working  as  a  counselor 
and  psychotherapist  at  a  college,  he  became  interested  in 
facilitating  organizational  change.  "I  decided  to  become  a 
student  affairs  administrator  so  I  could  make  an  impact  on 
the  education  of  students."  His  philosophy  is  to  educate 
people  and  help  them  grow  to  the  maximum  of  their 
capabilities. 

His  vision  for  the  College  is  to  adapt  the  liberal  arts 
education  philosophy  to  optometric  education  as  much  as 
possible.  "Students  need  to  debate  the  ethics  of  what  they  do 
with  other  students  and  faculty.  They  need  to  exchange  ideas 
on  medical  education,  delivery  of  health  care,  HMO  issues, 
and  the  practice  of  prescribing  medications  and  treating 
certain  kinds  of  diseases."

tions for  enhancing  their  education  and  life  here,  and 
communicate  on  Student  Affairs  through  a  quarterly  or 
occasional  newsletter."

After  successfully  practicing  optometry  for  more  than  50  years. 
Dr.  Clinton  Wilson  '43,  is  ready  to  enjoy  retirement,  and 
his  alnm  mater  is  helping  him  to  structure  his  retirement  income 
through  a  charitable  annuity  trust  of  about  $250,000. 

Clint  Wilson's  long-time  practice  in  neighboring 
Waltham  made  it  possible 
to  maintain  close  ties  with 
The  New  England  College 
of  Optometry.  Clint  is  a  life 
member  of  the  Alumni 
Association  and  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  since  1978.  He 
now  serves  as  Secretary  of 
the  Board  and  has  chaired 
the  College's  Personnel 
Committee  since  1979. 

"I  receive  a  lot  of  plea- 
sure making  contributions 
to  the  College,"  Dr.  Wilson 
says.  "I've  seen  tremendous 
improvements  and  change  in 
both  the  College  and  opto- 
metric  education,  and  I  am 
thrilled  with  the  institution 
and  its  faculty."

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VOSH   Trip  to   Mexico 

On  March  2,  1997,  twenty  members  of  the  Volunteer  Optometric  Service  to  Humanity  (VOSH)  gathered  at  Logan  airport  and 
flew  to  Mexico  to  start  the  second  VOSH  trip  of  this  academic  year.  Three  huge  canopies  installed  in  front  of  the  government 
building  were  used  as  the  clinic  as  patients  waited.  Arriving  on  the  first  morning,  students  were  greeted  by  a  massive  applause 
from  about  270  Mexicans  waiting  under  the  canopies  for  their  examinations  and  glasses.  Work  began  at  8:15  a.m.  over  a  five 
day  period  in  which  slightly  over  1,300  patients  were  seen,  1,500  pairs  of  glasses  were  given  away,  and  a  dozen  glaucoma  cases 
were  treated.

Bina  Patel  and  Ilara  Donarum  was  greatly  appreciated  and  made  the  trip  a  tremendous  learning  experience  as  well  as  a  great 
humanitarian  service  to  the  underprivileged.
